SUBJECT: Summary of DCI Maetlsgs with General Gehlen, 
24 and 25 September 196) 


t. On 24 September 19bl« beginning at 1720 boars, the DCI, 
in & meeting held tt hie heme, met with General Gekler.. The meeting 
had been requested by Qeoeral Gehien, who made a special trip to the 
United State® for tha purpose, apparently at the instruction of Chancellor 
Adenauer. The meeting may be summarised as follows: 


a. According to General Gehien, he had not actually seen 
the Chancellor personally, but was given instructions for the present 
U.2. trip by Ur. Glebfco, who was transmitting the Chancellor’s views 
end desires. Tha Chancellor bad been concerned over remarks reportedly 
recently made by Mr. McCloy in talks with certain German industrialists, 
especially Dr. Frit* Berg. Its essence, the hfcCloy remarks, as releyed 
to General Gehien, urged that West Germany should itself take the 
initiative in opening up dealings with the German Democratic Republic 
(GDK) on various matters including the Oder -Kolas© line* Reportedly, 

Mr. MeCloy stated that the Procideut wm of the same opinion. Apparently, 
General Gehlea had been 'commissioned to find out whether it was true 
that the U.S. Government wished West Germany to take the ioitiative 
eta Its owe with the GDR. For hie part, the Chancellor, according to 
Gehlea, felt that this initiative would mean giving Khrushchev whet he 
wanted before real negotiations between the West and fee Soviets actually 
began,. The remarks of Mr. Me Cloy were reportedly made in San 
Francisco after previous attempts of Me Cloy to elicit on invitation to visit 
Germany from Mr. Pferdemeugee had failed. General Gehlea also made 
reference to statement* attributed by the press to General Clay indicating 
that soma major accommodations between Germanr. *?ould soon have to 
be made, but Gehlea poinded out this particular incident had occurred 
: since he had received hie trip instructions from Dr. Globke. 


b. The DCI stated bis surprise end *Ki»ptlcii»m to Gehlea 
about fee report* attributed to Mr. Me Cloy, expressed fee view that if 
there was lu authoritative quarters la Washington aisy desire for a German 
initiative, a* alleged, this would certainly have beer, made known through 
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appropriate official channels. Tie DCI advisod GeUan that no ench 
desire bad come to the attention of the DCI. General Gehlca's attention 
was drawn to the fact that air. Me Clay ba 6 bean Assigned no responsibilities 
with respect to the Berlin situation, but had been concerned with the 
disarmament problem. 

c. With respect to political developments In Vr'est Germany, 

Gobi an indicated that a mala task of a now German government woeld be 
to enact an emergency law, already extant la draft form. The purpose 
of the lew wooid be l* provide the Internal security provisicae necessary 
to facilitate a military build-up. (Note that Gehlen has previously 
mentioned the theme of the neoeoanry military baild-up in connection with 
Ms opinion, expressed to the DCI, that the West would probably have to 
make come sort of an accammodatioc with tbs Soviets on Berlin because 

a really bard position was impossible, since HA TO Is not cembei ready , ) 
Reference wt* made to the fact that * two-third® majority of the Parliament 
would be required to pass certain provisions <4 t he law, end that should a 
fall emergency bs invoked under the present draft lew, the Chancellor 
would bo required to form an all-party government. 

d. General Gehlen on id he believed the situation in France 
had somewhat improved. He felt that even if General De Gaulle resigned, 
the danger of the People’s Front would not be as eminent any more. 

e. The DCI expressed the view to GeMaa that the END had 

been harmed to a certain extent by the reporting they had been disseminating 
in coanectloft with the Berlin crisis. The DCI stressed the'aeed for adequate 
background — Che backing of hard intelligence. 

£. The UJDRCWSY cose was briefly discussed, and (ha DCI 
expeeseed reluctance to provide illegal entry assistance. For his part, 
Gehlen said the BHD had been advised against illegal entry fey the Federal 
Attorney’s office, and that plans had therefore -boon abandoned. 

2. In a second meeting on 25 September, the DCI brought Gehlen 
together with General UtunreU Taylor, and Gehlen repeated his story 
for Taylor's benefit. It was made entirely clear to GeHen that the rumors 
troubling the Chancellor were not to be credited, and that the official 
American viewpoint had been clearly communicated both to Breataae 
and to Carotene. The hope was expressed that Gehlen would make dear 
to the Chancellor that tike Halted States government would express Ita 
views through appropriate channels and not indirectly. The DCI and 
General Taylor stressed the importance cf making this point clearly .
